DOCTOR  OF  HUMANE  LETTERS  —  PAUL  HENRY  LANG 

Trained  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  in  Budapest,  at  Heidelberg,  at  the  University  of  Paris, 
and  at  Cornell  University,  he  has  for  many  years  been  Professor  of  Musicology  at  Columbia  Uni- 
versity. His  professional  attainments  are  shown  by  his  election  to  a  fellowship  in  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  to  the  presidency  of  the  International  Musicology  Society. 
Among  his  colleagues  he  is  best  known  for  his  scholarly  Mtisic  in  Western  Civilization.  This 
great  learning  he  brings  to  the  general  public  in  a  sprightly  and  readable  form  in  the  critiques 
on  music  which  he  contributes  regularly  to  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune.  Northwestern 
honors  him  for  his  performance  in  the  dual  role  of  scholar  and  critic.

DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  —  HUGHSTON  MAYNARD  MCBAIN 

For  the  past  thirty-five  years  one  of  Chicago's  most  dynamic  citizens,  he  has  played  an  ever 
increasing  part  in  the  commercial,  philanthropic,  and  cultural  life  of  the  community.  His 
guiding  hand  is  discernible  in  the  fortunes  of  some  of  our  central  enterprises— Marshall  Field 
and  Company,  of  which  he  was  the  chief  executive  for  fifteen  years,  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Chicago,  and  the  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company,  of  both  of  which  he  is  a  director.  By  serving 
as  a  Northwestern  Associate  and  as  First  Vice-President  of  the  Natural  History  Museum  he 
helps  to  promote  the  cause  of  education.  And  as  President  of  the  Children's  Memorial  Hospital 
he  makes  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the  public  welfare.

DOCTOR  OF  SCIENCE  —  HARRISON  ALLEN  STORMS^  JR. 

A  Northwestern  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  class  of  1938,  he  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  nation's 
outstanding  aeronautical  engineers.  In  the  development  of  fighting  planes  for  the  army  and  the 
navy  he  has  taken  a  leading  part.  Among  his  significant  projects  are  the  B70  Jet  Supersonic 
Intercontinental  Bomber,  the  X15  Rocket-Powered  Space  Ship,  and  the  T39  Utility  Jet  Trans- 
port. He  is  a  member  of  the  Steering  Committee  for  National  Defense.  By  his  contributions  to 
his  profession  and  to  his  country  he  has  brought  great  credit  to  Northwestern,  his  alma  mater.

DOCTOR  OF  FINE  ARTS  —  AGNES  GEORGE  DEMILLE 

In  the  art  of  the  dance,  for  which  certain  other  countries  are  traditionally  acclaimed,  she  has 
demonstrated  that  an  American,  too,  can  excel.  By  her  dance  concerts  in  the  United  States, 
England,  Denmark,  and  France;  by  her  choreography  in  such  productions  as  "Romeo  and 
Juliet,"  "Oklahoma"  and  "Brigadoon";  and  by  her  direction  of  numerous  plays  she  has  given  to 
the  ballet  a  distinctively  American  character.  For  her  success  she  has  won  highest  honors:  the 
New  York  Critics  Award  (1943-44-45);  the  Donaldson  Award  (1943-44,  1945-47);  the  Perry 
Award  (1947);  and  the  Lord  and  Taylor  Award  (1947).  She  was  voted  Woman  of  the  Year  by 
the  Women's  Press  Association  in  1946.  She  is  the  author  of  And  Promenade  Home  and  Dance 
to  the  Piper.  In  conferring  an  honorary  degree  upon  her.  Northwestern  recognizes  distinction  in 
a  difificult  profession.

DOCTOR  OF  SCIENCE  —  JAMES  ALFRED  VAN  ALLEN 

A  pioneer  in  high  altitude  research  with  rockets,  he  has  increased  our  understanding  of  the 
upper  atmosphere.  For  the  study  of  cosmic  radiation  he  organized  and  led  scientific  expedi- 
tions to  Peru  (1949),  the  Gulf  of  Alaska  (1950),  and  Greenland  (1952).  Since  1951  he  has  been 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Physics,  the  State  University  of  Iowa.  In  recognition  of  his  services, 
the  highest  professional  honors  have  been  conferred  upon  him:  the  C.  N.  Hickman  Medal  for 
development  of  the  Aerobee  rocket,  and  the  Physics  Award  by  the  Washington  Academy  of 
Science.  He  is  the  author  of  Physics  and  Medicine  of  the  Upper  Atmosphere  and  editor  of 
Scientific  Uses  of  Earth  Satellites.  A  degree  is  granted  him  today  because  of  his  many  additions 
to  our  knowledge,  but  more  particularly  because  in  outer  space  surrounding  the  earth  he  has 
discovered  a  belt  of  intense  radiation  that  is  now  identified  with  his  name.

DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  —  MAURICE  HUBERT  STANS 

Since  his  student  days  at  Northwestern  (1925-28),  he  has  risen  by  steady  degrees  to  his  present 
position  as  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  of  the  United  States  Government.  For  this 
position  he  is  eminently  qualified  by  his  training  as  a  certified  public  accountant,  by  his  director- 
ships in  many  business  corporations,  by  his  services  as  Financial  Consultant  to  the  United  States 
Postmaster  General  (1953-55),  and  by  his  experience  as  Deputy  Postmaster  General  (1955-57). 
The  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  and  the  American  Accounting  Associa- 
tion gave  him  a  citation  in  1954  for  outstanding  service.  And  the  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants  in  1954  elected  him  its  president.  To  the  judgment  of  these  bureaus  and  institutes 
Northwestern  is  delighted  to  give  its  confirmation,  one  more  honor  added  to  the  many  earned 
by  its  illustrious  son.

DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  —  HARRY  LUMM  WELLS 

Few  of  its  alumni  have  served  Northwestern  so  long,  so  devotedly,  and  so  eflRciently.  For  twenty- 
five  years  as  Business  Manager  and  Vice-President,  he  kept  a  vigilant  eye  on  the  University's 
multifarious  interests.  The  many  buildings  erected  during  his  term  of  office  are  in  themselves  a 
monument  to  his  memory.  Never  busier  than  in  his  retirement,  he  has  in  the  last  few  years  as 
Chairman  of  the  John  Evans  Club  been  as  effective  in  raising  funds  as  he  was  earlier  in  putting 
them  to  proper  use.  His  services  to  Northwestern  have  been  so  numerous  and  so  significant  that 
they  almost  justify  the  application  of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson's  remark:  "An  institution  is  the 
lengthened  shadow  of  one  man."

DOCTOR  OF  LAWS  —  FREDERICK  LAWSON  HOVDE 

In  his  active  and  varied  career  he  has  made  notable  contributions  in  many  fields.  Beginning  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota  and  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar  at  Oxford,  he  moved  on  through  various 
administrative  positions  to  the  Presidency  of  Purdue  University.  During  World  War  II  he 
served,  often  as  chairman,  on  numerous  national  scientific  research  commissions.  More  recently 
he  has  been  consultant  to  the  National  War  College,  chairman  of  the  Army  Scientific  Advisory 
Panel,  and  chairman  of  the  State  Department's  Board  of  Foreign  Scholarships.  He  has  received 
the  President's  Medal  for  Merit,  and  the  King's  Medal  for  Service  in  the  Cause  of  Freedom. 
Northwestern  is  proud  to  add  its  tribute  to  this  eminent  leader  in  scientific  research  and  uni- 
versity administration.
